This request includes any and all site assets, including but not limited to: website 
page content; images; audio and video fdes; downloadable fdes, such as PDF, CSV, XLSX, and 
JSON files; databases; datasets; and any and all other site assets. In the event that a recent 
"snapshot" or backup is not available, then I request a copy of the site itself as of the date your 
office processes this request." 

After a thorough search of our files, we have determined that the Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) has no records responsive to your request. 

You may appeal to the Department of the Interior’s FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer. If you 
choose to appeal, the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer must receive all documentation listed 
below no later than 90 workdays from the date of this letter. Appeals arriving or delivered after
